ANNUAL REPORT 


The following information is taken from the Annual Report of the Missouri State Board of Nursing for Fiscal Year 
July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983. 


SECTION I - BOARD ACTIVITIES 


1. The members of the Board of Nursing met at four (4) regularly scheduled meetings during fiscal year July 1, 
1982 to June 30, 1983: 


July 6-9, 1982 4 days 
October 4-8, 1982 5 days 
January 17-21, 1983 5 days 
April 25-29, 1983 _5 days

2. The Board met two (2) days for review of professional and practical test items. 


3, The Board distributed 8,002 copies of the Nursing Practice Act, Chapter 335, RSMo, to schools, hospitals, 
nursing homes, organizations, individuals and candidates writing examinations. 


4. The Board distributed 159 copies of Minimum Standards for Accredited Programs of Professional Nursing and 85 
copies of Minimum Standards for Accredited Programs of Practical Nursing. 


5. The Board received and responded to 27,539 items of correspondence, not including the 59,265 renewals, most 
of which were handled by the Cash Receiving Room. Approximately 35% of these renewals were processed by the 
Board. 


6. The Board mailed a Newsletter to 1155 agencies and individuals four times during the year. 


7. The Board mailed 1867 professional nurse applications by endorsement and 568 practical nurse applications by 
endorsement. 


8. The Board rendered consultative services to 72 established nursing programs and 2 proposed nursing programs 
on a continuous basis throughout the year. The Board made 17 survey visits to schools and surveyed 77 
clinical facilities in response to school requests. 


9, At regularly scheduled meetings, the Board reviewed complaints filed against nurses, reviewed applications 
for examination and interstate licensure and held disciplinary hearings.

1, Etta Mai Henderson Cathey, R.N. #58883, Inactive 83-84, St. Peters, Mo. REVOKE, REVOCATION STAYED, SUSPENSION 
FOR THREE YEARS WITH CERTAIN TERMS AND CONDITIONS, In January and February, 1982, licensee misappropriated 
Demerol from hospital supplies and falsified hospital records, administering the Demerol to herself. 


2. Karen Denise Rickerson Pressler, LPN #25786, Current 83-84, Dixon, Mo. CASE DISMISSED, NO FURTHER ACTION. 
In January 1983, licensee wrote additional medication order on patient's medication chart, signing a 
physician's name, over and above the verbal order given to licensee. 


3. Joann R. Coleman, LPN #18147, Lapsed 83-84, Kansas City, Mo. REVOKE. In February and June, 1982, licensee 
diverted Demerol, Morphine and other controlled substances, on numerous occasions, from hospital; in December, 
1982, licensee's Kansas license was revoked. 


4. Emily J. Theroff, R.N. #57073, Current 83-84, Columbia, Mo. REVOKE, IMPOSITION OF REVOCATION STAYED, LICENSE 
PLACED ON PROBATION FOR TWO (2) YEARS WITH CERTAIN TERMS AND CONDITIONS, During the period of June 1982 and 
November 1982, licensee was absent from work at least 30 times when scheduled to appear. 


5. Thomas Wayne Farnsworth, R.N. #90925, Lapsed 83-84, Carter, South Dakota. REVOKE. In January 1983, licensee 
diverted numerous quantities of Sublimaza, Inapsine, Innovar, Meperidine, Ketamine, Morphine, Cocaine and 
Valium from hospital employer. 


6. Daniel J. Grefrath, R.N. #76051, Current 83-34, Jefferson City, Mo. REVOKE, REVOCATION STAYED, LICENSE 
PLACED ON PROBATION FOR TWO (2) YEARS, WITH CERTAIN TERMS AND CONDITIONS. In November, 1982, licensee 
diverted Tylenol #3 from a hospital and falsified patient narcotic disposition sheets. 


7. Mary Jean Delancey Bledsoe, LPN #29237, Current 83-84, Kansas City, Mo. PROBATION FOR SIX (6) MONTHS. 
In August 1982, licensee, while off duty, diverted 3 ampules of Talwin from medication cart. 
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. Tonia Hess Deren, LPN #17264, Lapsed 83-84, Bolivar, Mo. REVOKE. In October, 1982 and January 1983, 
Ticensee diverted Demerol and other controlled substances, on numerous occasions, from a hospital. Said 
controlled substances were diverted for her own personal use. 


9, Patricia Abigail Fisher Franklin, R.N. #68861, Inactive 83-84.Belleville, IL. REVOKE. Between December 1979 
and February 1980, licensee diverted Morphine Sulfate and other controlled substances from a hospital in 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, for her own personal use. 


10. Veronica Ziegelmeyer, LPN #07023, Current 83-84, St. Louis, Mo. REVOKE. In the course of litigation 
involving a rest home at which licensee was owner and operator, evidence revealed licensee to be 
lacking in basic nursing skills and unable to properly care for patients. 


ll. Scott Alan Fitch, R.N. #79023, Current 83-84, Decatur, IL. SUSPENDED UNTIL APRIL 1984 MEETING WITH THE BOARD. 
Licensee's Illinois license was placed on probation in March, 1982, for two years, because of drug addiction. 


12. Brenda Carol Whiteacre Collins, LPN #18449, Current 83-84, Olathe, KS. REVOKE. In January 1983, the 
Kansas Board of Nursing revoked the Kansas license of Ms. Collins because of misappropriation of drugs 
from nursing home supply. 


13, Nikki McLean, R.N. #63424, Lapsed 83-84, St. Charles, Mo. REVOKE. During the period October 1982 to 
February 1983, licensee diverted Tylenol #2 and #3, Valium, Tigan, Dalmane and Morphine from hospital 
supplies for personal use. 


14, Jerry Alan Flanders, R.N. #85410, Current 83-84, Albany, Mo. REVOKE, REVOCATION STAYED, LICENSE PLACED ON 
PROBATION FOR THREE (3) YEARS, WITH CERTAIN TERMS AND CONDITIONS. In October 1982, licensee charged with 
felony of transfer of Valium and placed on three (3) years probation by the Court. 


15. Ann Elaine Abrams Rosenmeyer, LPN #26515, Lapsed 82-83, Quincy, IL. REVOKE. In December, 1981, Licensee 
became addicted to alcohol. Licensee also misappropriated Mepergan from hospital supplies, injected same to 
herself, falsified hospital records and administered a placebo to patients of the hospital. After attending 
a rehabilitation program for four weeks, licensee misappropriated Talwin from hospital supplies for self- 
injection. 


16. Myrna Lavonne Huntington, R.N. #49947, Inactive, Memphis, TN. REVOKE. In May, 1982, the Tennessee Board of 
Nursing revoked Ms, Huntington's Tennessee license because of misappropriation of Demerol and subsequent 
self-administration, on a frequent basis. 


17. Minnie Ma: Winders, LPN #25295, Lapsed 835-84, Kansas City, Mo. REVOKE. During February, 1983, licensee 
misappropriated Demerol from hospital supplies. ensee was placed on suspension in July 1983, effective 


until July, 1985. 


18. Wanda Marie Moss, LPN #31777, Current 83-84, Kansas City, Mo. SUSPENDED, SUSPENSION STAYED, LICENSE PLACED 
ON PROBATION FOR THREE (3) YEARS, WITH CERTAIN TERMS AND CONDITIONS. In July 1982, licensee took and 
subsequently used a credit card belonging to another person, without the consent of the owner. 
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BOARD OF NURSING RESPONSE TO SERMCHIEF V. GONZALES 


On November 22, 1983, the Supreme Court of Missouri decided the case of Sermchief v. Gonzales which involved the scope 
of professional nursing in the State of Missouri. The Primary question which the court decided was shether the conduct 
of two registered professional nurses was within the scope of professional nursing as defined by the Missouri 

Nursing Practice Act. The State Board of Nursing participated in this case by submitting a "friend of the court" brief. 


The Board believes that it is appropriate to respond to the Court's decision in Sermchief v. Gonzales by indicating the 
Board's current position with regard to the role of the registered professional nurse under the Nursing Practice Act and 
the Sermchief v. Gonzales decision, 


In its decision, the Court stated: 
Under Section 335.016.8, a nurse may be permitted to assume responsibilities heretofore not considered 
to be within the field of professional nursing so long as those responsibilities are consistent with 
her or his "specialized education, judgment and skill based on knowledge and application of principles 
derived from the biological, physical, social and nursing sciences", 


The Board views its statement of January, 1982, as consistent with the Court's decision. The statement was: 


"The Board received many requests from nurses asking if certain procedures are considered 'legal' within the 
framework of the Nursing Practice Act. The Nursing Practice Act definition of professional nursing was purposely 
written broadly to allow flexibility in nursing practice. It was neither the intention of the authors nor of the 
Board of Nursing to produce a ‘laundry list' of procedures that would limit the scope of nursing practice. The 
Board takes the position that the dimensions of an individual nurse's practice should be based upon the nurse's 
education, knowledge, competence, interest and in consultation with nursing organizations. Practice decisions of 
the individual nurse shall be made in order to provide safe health services for the consumer." 


The legal limit on an individual professional nurse's practice is defined by the nurse's education, knowledge and 
competence. An individual who is licensed as a registered professional nurse may legally practice within the full 
range of professional nursing regardless of whether or not the individual uses other titles which are indicative of the 
individual's advanced education, knowledge or experience. 


Se 


The Board also believes that its previous statement regarding the responsibility of the individual nurse is consistent 
with the following statement of the Court: 


The broadening of the field of practice of the nursing profession authorized by the legislature and here recognized 
by the Court carries with it the profession's responsibility for continuing high educational standards and the 
individual nurse's responsibility to conduct herself or himself in a professional manner. The hallmark of the 
professional is knowing the limits of one's personal knowledge. The nurse, either upon reaching the limit of 

her or his knowledge or upon reaching the limits prescribed for the nurse by the physician's standing orders and 
protocols, should refer the patient to the physician. 


Although the Court's decision dealt only with a specific set of facts and application of those facts to the 
Nursing Practice Act, the Board believes that the Court's interpretation of the Nursing Practice Act applies to 
the practice of all registered professional nurses in this state. The Court's recognition of the expanding role 
of the nurse in the delivery of health services should benefit not only the two nurses who initiated the case, 
but all nurses who practice in Missouri, and the consumers of such health care.
